RESCUE IMPEDED 
BY “BLACK DAMP” 


Death Toll In Explosion 
At Johnston City, 111., 
Placed At Thirty-two.

SHANKTON, Pa., Jan. 26.—Hope 
for the lives of 40 miners or more, en­ 
tombed late today by an explosion in 
the Lancashire mine of the Barnes 
and Tucker Coal Company here was 
virtually given up tonight when res­ 
cue workers reported that the wreck­ 
ed mine 
was 
dense 
with 
“black 
dam p” and th at w ater was rising rap­ 
idly in the underground passageways. 
The fan house of the mine was 
wrecked by the terrific blast, and 
' the fan was put out of commission. 
The poison gas, the water, the lack of 
fresh air and a heavy fall of rock, im­ 
peded the progress of volunteer res­ 
cue workers who dug violently in an 
effort to reach the entombed men. 
Shortly after 10 p. m., word came 
from the mine that the rescuers, dig­ 
ging through the fall of rock, had 
located the body of a miner. 
The 
* victim, it was said, had been caught 
under the cave-in and his life crush­ 
ed out. 
W ord of the disaster spread rap­ 
idly and within a few hours the re­ 
scue m an power of the entire w est­ 
ern Pennsylvania 
bituminous 
coal 
field was rushing to the aid of the 
stricken community. 
Special trains 
from Pittsburgh, Johnstown and Al- 
tonna w ere carrying trained rescue 
crews to the scene. It was hoped 
that these men would be able to 
combat the poison gas and water 
and fight their way through the fall 
of rock to the num ber six heading 
where the entombed miners were at 
work when the blast came. 
The first indication of an explos­ 
ion to those on the surface was a 
slight shock. 
A moment 
later a 
cloud of black smoke drifted from 
the main entry and the big fan stop- 
\ ped its humming. 
Superintendent 
Hamilton, in charge 
of the mine 
flashed the word to Starford, nearby. 
Miners off duty soon reached th e 
scene and the work of organizing 
volunteer rescue crews was begun. 
The first rescue team had penetra­ 
ted the wrecked passages only a few 
feet when they came upon six min­ 
ers, staggering along the heading. 
These men. suffering from gas. were

W hile the cause of the explosion 
b a s not known, miners familiar with 
the workings expressed the belief 
th at it was a dust explosion as the 
Lancashire was known to be free 
from gas. 


Few Were Rescued. 
SCRANTON. Pa., Jan. 26.—An ex­ 
plosion in the Lancashire mine of the 
Barnes and Tucker Coal Company, 
near here late today entombed a 
party of miners. As it was Saturday 
the number of men at work when the 
explosion occurred had not been de­ 
termined at 5 o’clock but the figure 
was put by men on the ground at 
forty. Superintendent Hamilton sum­ 
moned a rescue crew from the Beth­ 
lehem Steel Company's mine at Heil- 
wood. 
News of the explosion spread rap­ 
idly through the village and in a few 
m inutes a crowd of men, women and 
children stood shivering in the zero 
tem perature near the mouth of the 
pit. 
Among them were wives and 
children of miners believed to be in 
the workings. 
Shortly 
after 
5 o’clock a rescue 
party made its way along the mam 
entry and at the sixth heading came 
upon half a dozen 
men, 
some of 
whom were 
unconscious 
from the 
force of the explosion. 
They were 
brought to the open air and csven 
first aid treatm ent. 
It was said that 
they were only slightly hurt. 
The mine is one of a group of half 
a dozen in this field which is in In­ 
diana county, twelve miles from In­ 
diana. 
It is a drift mine and first 
reports were th a t both entrances had 
Deen closed.

ploy special counsel 
drawn from 
both the republican and democratic 
parties to proceed with court action 
as a result of evidence adduced at 
the senate committee hearings on 
the leasing of naval oil leases 
In a statem ent Issued at mid-night 
the president declared that “counsel 
will be instructed to prosecute these 
cases in the courts so that if there 
If any guilt it will be punfched, if 
there Is any civil liability it will be 
enforced; if there is any fraud it 
will be revealed; and if there are 
any contracts 
which are illegal, 
they will be cancelled. 
The president 
determined upon 
this course after being advised by 
the departm ent of justice that it 
was In accordance with precedents. 
Explaining that the justice depart­ 
ment had been observing the evi­ 
dence unfolded in the senate com­ 
mittee, the executive in his state­ 
ment asserted th at “every law will 
be enforced and every right of the 
people and government will be pro­ 
tected. 
W hite House officials in making 
public the statem ent said that fed­ 
eral counsel would be appointed just 
as soon as selections could be made. 
The formal announcement follows: 
“Statem ent by President Coolidge; 
“It is not for tSie president to de­ 
termine criminal 
guilt 
or render 
judgement in several causes. That 
is the function of the courts. It is 
not for him to prejudge. 
I shall 
do neither. 
But wrhen facts are r e 
vealed to me th at require action for 
the purpose of insuring the enforce 
ment of either civil or criminal lia­ 
bility, such action 
will be taken. 
That is the province of the execu­ 
tive. 
“Acting under my direction the d e 
part ment of justice has been observ­ 
ing the course of the evidence which 
has been revealed at the hearings 
conducted by the 
senatorial com­ 
mittee investigating certain oil leas­ 
es made on naval reserves, which 
I believe w arrants action for the 
purpose (if enforcing the law pro­ 
tecting the rights 
of the publi^. 
This is con domed by reports made 
to m e from the committee. 
If there 
has been any crime it must be pro­ 
secuted. 
If th ere has been any pro­ 
perty of the United States illegally 
transferred or leased it must be re­ 
corded. 
“I feel the public is entitled to 
know th at in the conduct of such 
actions no one Is shielded for any 
party, political or other reasons. As 
I understand men are involved w'ho 
belong to both political parties and, 
having been advised by the depart­ 
ment of justice th at it is in accord 
with fornucr precedents, I propose 
to employ special counsel of high 
rank draw n from both political part­ 
ies to brim: such actions for the en­ 
forcement of the law. 
Counsel will 
be instructed to prosecute these cas­ 
es in th e courts so that if there is 
any guilt it will be punished; 
if 
there i* any criminal liability it will 
be enforced; if there is any fraud it 
will be revealed; and if there are 
any contracts which are illegal they 
will be cancelled. Every law will be

Gems 
Valued 
At 
Over 
$300,000 Stolen Over 
Year Ago Located. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Police In­ 
spector John D. Coughlin announced 
tonight that $86,200 of the $300,000 
worth of jewels stolen from Mrs. C. 
p. Hugo Schoellkopf, of Búllalo, in 
the early hours of January 1, 1923, 
after a new year’s eve party were 
found in Denver thi sweek in a seal­ 
ed fruit jar. 
Detective Martin S. Owens of In­ 
spector Coughlin’s staff was led to 
the cache in Denver by John W. Ma­ 
han, former Broadway gem dealer, 
who is now under $10,000 bail on an 
indictment for criminally receiving 
the stolen jewels. 
Mahan’s confes­ 
sion, Inspector Coughlin stated, clear­ 
ed all details of the robbery. 
Mahan stated in his confession that 
he paid Eugene Morgan and Albert 
Purwdtch, both of whom are in Tombs 
prison awaiting sentence for partici­ 
pation in the crime, $37,000 for the 
entire loot. 
The stolen jewels were insured for 
$288,000 but since they were bought 
their value Is believed to have in­ 
creased beyond the estimate of $300,- 
000 given by .Mrs. Schoelkopf after 
the robbery. 
The detective bureau made a mys­ 
tery of the place in Denver where the 
jewel* w en found, the trip having 
been made without the knowledge of 
the Denver police. E. J. Harris, sec­ 
retary to Hugh Schoellkopf of Buffa­ 
lo, accompanied Owens and Mahan 
on the jonrney, it was said and iden­ 
tified the jewelry. 
When the party left New York, 
neither Harris 
nor 
Owens 
knew 
where Mahan was taking them, ac­ 
cording to the story at headquarters. 
“We will have to travel north, then 
west and then south,” Mahan was 
quoted as saying before the myster­ 
ious trip began, 
“it is a two and a 
half day journey, but 1 will get the 
jewels if you don’t press agent the 
fact in advance. 
If the story comes 
out in the press, the fellow who has 
the jewelry probably will dispose of 
it.”

Reveals Further Gruesome 
Details of Killing Wife 
And Her Brother.

AURORA, III., Jan. 26.—Cast in a 
block of concrete, the heads of Mrs. 
Lina Lincoln and Byron Shoup, her 
brother, were found today in a dump 
heap here by the authorities working 
under the direction of W arren 
J. 
Lincoln, eccentric lawyer and horti­ 
culturist, who is accused 
of 
their 
murder. 
Making his fourteenth 
statement 
and his fifth confession in as many 
days, Lincoln early today told his 
questioners that he had shot both his 
wife and her brother, hacked their 
bodies to bits and buried the pieces 
and sealed their heads in a block of 
concrete which he used for a time as 
a support under his porch and then 
threw in the city dump. 
Then 
the 
lawyer-horticulturist, 
who claims relationship to Abraham 
Lincoln, calmly led the authorities 
to the dump, pointed out a spot and 
told them to dig, giving hints when 
they were getting “warm.” When the 
concrete blocks in which he had cast 
the heads of his>wife and brother-in- 
law was exposed, Lincoln swooned. 
A coroner’s jury was 
summoned 
late today and the heads of both Mrs. 
Lincoln and Shoup were positively 
identified by relatives. 
Lincoln ap- 
pearerd before the jury, w*as asked 
a few* preliminary questions and the 
jury then adjourned subject to call. 
Immediately after his appearance be­ 
fore the jury, Lincoln told Charles 
Abbott, state's attorney that he had 
not buried the dismembered pieces 
of his victims, as he had said this 
morning, but had burned them up in 
the furnace of his greenhouse. 
He 
said he did not burn the heads be­ 
cause he was afraid the teeth would 
not be destroyed. 
Lincoln’s 
latest 
confession, 
the 
first that is supported by evidence, 
left him unnerved, but tonight the 
authorities were 
still 
questioning 
him in an effort to learn any new de­ 
tails of the gruesome crimes he now 
admits. 
As soon as the concrete block, 24 
inches long. 18 inches wide and a 
foot thick, had been uncovered, of­ 
ficials hurried with it to the Aurora 
police station, where it was pounded 
to pieces with a sledge until the two 
heads were revealed. 
One of them, 
that which the authorities are con­ 
fident is the skull of Mrs. Lincoln 
was without hair and was unrecog­ 
nizable. 
The other, although badly 
decomposed, was identified by means

the~7hapo of the becam® mor® suspicious 
when 
of red hair and 
head as that of Shoup. 
Lincoln had boen questioned every 
day since his arrest in Chicago two 
weeks ago. 
First he said he killed 
his wife after Mrs. Lincoln shot her 
brother and threatened her husband. 
Then Lincoln marie other statements 
at variance with his confession^ re­ 
pudiations 
and 
statements 
often 
found to be untrue. 
Early this morning Frank Micbela, 
chief 
of 
police, 
confronted 
him. 
•'Why don’t you tell the truth, War­ 
ren? Think of your old mother,” he 
said. 
"Oh, all right, you’ve been a good 
fellow. 
I’ll tell you the truth,” Lin­ 
coln replied and calmly proceeded 
to relate a story of one of the most 
gruesome crimes in the history of 
the state. 
Lincoln said he had had violent 
quarrels with his wife and her broth­ 
er and decided to shoot them when 
he claimed he 
discovered 
an un­ 
natural love affair 
between 
them. 
This discovery was made 
January 
10, 1923, he said. 
"I shot them both," he told Chief 
, Michels. 
"I became 
enraged 
and 
shot Byron with a pistol. 
Then 
I 
went to the greenhouse and got a 
rifle. 
I came back, drew aim on 
Lina and fired.” 
This, he said, was late in the day 
and he kept the bodies in the house 
that night. 
The next day, he said, 
be carried both bodies to the base­ 
ment of the house and buried them 
under a coal pile. A few days later, 
hie dug them out and dismembered 
them. Then, he said, he cast a con­ 
crete block and placed the heads of 
his victims in it 
after 
wrapping 
them in burlap. 
The block, he said, he placed un­ 
der a comer of a sleeping porch to 
make it appear as a porch support 
He stayed at 
the 
house for 
two 
months, and 
exactly 
two 
months 
later, on March 10, filed a divorce 
suit against his 
wife. 
About 
the 
same time he filed a $10,000 damage 
suit against SEoup at Lincoln, 111., 
charging alienation of his wife's af­ 
fections. 
With the bodies of his victims dis­ 
posed of and the suits against them 
filed, Lincoln then prepared his next 
step—his 
disappearance 
with evi­ 
dence that he had been murdered by 
his own victims. 
On April 30 the eccentric lawyer 
vanished, 
leaving behind garments 
which he later said he 
soaked 
in 
chicken blood, seme of 
his wife’s 
blood soaked clothing, a blood stain­ 
ed Indian club and a house disar­ 
ranged as by a terrific struggle. 
The authorities started a search 
for Shoup and Mrs. Lincoln in belief 
that they had slain Lincoln and dis­ 
posed of the body. 
The search was 
still in progress 
when the lawyer- 
horticulturist made his 
appearance 
on June 10. 
He 
declared 
he had 
been kidnapped by a band led by his 
wife and her brother. 
Apparently there was no cause to 
doubt this 
statement. 
Lincoln 
re­ 
turned to his Aurora home. Then, he 


told Chief Michels, 
the 
concrete 
block worried him so he took it to 
the city dump and buried it. Shortly 
thereafter Lincoln again disappeared 
but the authorities had been quietly 
checking up on his earlier story had 
he 
wrote letters to 
relatives 
in 
his 
wife’s name asking for money. Lack 
of funds, he had explained, induced 
him to come back to Aurora after 
bis first disappearance. 
Tv j weeks ago he was arrested in 
Chicago being located when he ap­ 
plied for a job and gave Aurora re­ 
ferences. 
Brought here he startled 
the authorities by admitting at once 
that he had killed his wife. He main­ 
tained that he killed her after she 
had shot her brother and had threat­ 
ened him. 
Lincoln said he hacked 
the bodies to pieces and burned them 
in his 
greenhouse 
furnace. 
Then 
day after day he changed or retraced 
parts of his confession until today, 
when he made the statements that 
resulted in finding the skulls. 
When he finished the statement 
this morning the authorities 
stood 
aghast unbelieving and incredulous. 
Then Lincoln offered to go to the 
city dump and help in 
the search. 
They hurried to the spot Lincoln in­ 
dicated and the lawyer-horticulturist 
stood in the bitter cold and directed 
the digging in the frozen ground. 
"Now you’re 
getting 
warm," he 
told them. A few minutes later picks 
and shovels struck the heavy block 
of concrete. 
Lincoln fainted as it 
was brought to view and was hurried 
back to the jail in an automobile, 
where after a rest, questioning was 
resumed, after which he was taken 
before the coroner jury. 
Officials tonight after examining 
the skulls said they 
had 
already 
found one discrepancy in Lincoln’s 
newest confession. In it he declared 
that both his victims had been shot 
through the head. 
Officials said that there was no 
trace of a bullet wound on either 
skull and said that 
neither 
skull 
showed any signa of having been 
crushed. Lincoln had said In an 
earlier confession that he had struck 
his wife over the head with a poker.

The defendant showed no emotion 
when the verdict of the jury which 
had deliberated since 5 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon was read.

CLAIM EXPLOSION 
DUE GERMAN AGENTS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Charges 
that the “Black Tom” explosion in 
New Jersey on July 30, 1916, was 
caused by agents of the German gov­ 
ernment, acting under express orders 
from Berlin were made in a brief 
filed with the mixed claims commis­ 
sion yesterday by the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company. 
The brief said 
the railroad company had within the 
last sixty days obtained acdess to evi­ 
dence 
which 
would 
support 
its 
charges. 
The Lehigh Valley had before the 
commission, a claim for damage to 
some of its barges by a German sub­ 
marine. 
It sought in the brief filed 
to amend the claim so as to recover 
approximatély $9,000,000 for losses 
as a result of the Black Tom explo­ 
sion. 
The company had been com­ 
pelled to pay several million dollars 
in claims for damages following that 
disaster. 
In addition to the monetary dam­ 
age In the Black Tom explosion there 
was a large loss of life> Insurance 
companies have paid out many mil­ 
lions of dollars which might become 
involved in the event the commission 
acts favorably on the Lehigh Valley 
complaint. 
The brief was filed by 
Lewis A. McGowan, a Washington 
attorney.

FOOD IN FIGS AND DATES 
W 
E ARE too prone to think of 
tigs, dates and raisins as con­ 
fections and luxuries—which they 
are and more; they are rich in food 
value. These dried fruits may take 
the place of more expensive foods. 
Dates have a food value in calories 
of 1,275 to the pound; they as well 
as figs and raisins are rich in sugar 
of a kind which is much more 
wholesome to take than the candy 
which is so popular. 
Fig Salad.—Take two cupfuls of 
dried figs, four cupfuls of boiling 
water, one-fourth cupful of sugar, 
two and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
gelatin and one-half cupful of pi* 
mentoes. 
Cut the dried figs into 
halves, add the boiling water and 
soak at least three hours. Cook in 
the same liquid until tender, add 
the sugar a few minutes before re­ 
moving from the heat. 
Drain the 
liquid off the figs, measure, and if 
needed, add water to make one and 
one-quarter cupfuls of liquid. 
Add 
the vinegar and bring to the boiling 
point. 
Add the gelatin which has 
been softened in one-fourth cupful 
of cold water. 
Stir until the gela­ 
tin 
is 
dissolved. 
Arrange 
the 
halved figs and the chopped pimen- 
toes in a mold, pour the gelatin 
mixture over and set aside to be­ 
come firm. 
Serve on lettuce with 
mayonnaise.
